HAS $1,030,000 
IN WRECKED BANK 


Harrisburg, Pa.» Oct 24.—The report 
of the state sinking fund commission 
ior September 29 last, wiiich was made 
public by State Treasurer Mathues, 
shows that the suspended Enterprise 
National Bank, of 
Allegheny, 
had 
1398,000 belonging to this fund* or a 
larger portion of the fund than was 
carried on dci>osit in any bank in 
Pennsylvania. The Enterprise Bank 
had, at the time of the suspension last 
Thursday, in addition to the sinking 
fimd money, $i)32,OUO belonging to the 
general fund, making a total of |1,- 
O32.0U0 in public funds. 
Treasurer Mathues said that the 
state was 
mostly protected by the 
bonds given by the Enterprise bank 
oflicials for the use of the money to 
protect it from any loss which may be 
caused by the failure. He also said 
that these bonds were signed by Presi­ 
dent Gwinner and other officials of the 
bank and that the total value of them 
was about $4,000,000. During the term 
of Treasurer Mathues, which began 
in May, 1904, he has withdrawn from 
the Enterprise National Bank $110,000 
which has never been replaced in the 
bank. Mr. Martiues said he had never 
increased the deposit in the JSnter- 
prlse National Bank, and that he had 
been gradually withdrawing a portion 
of the money belonging to the gen­ 
eral fund from the state depositories 
for several months for the purpose of 
paying the school appropriation of 
500,000. \vhich fell due last Juno, and 
of which nearly $2,000,000 remains un­ 
paid. 
The 
balance in the sinking 
fund, according to the statement given 
out, was $4,192,028.31. This money is 
carried on deposit in 135 banks and 
trust companies in the state.

Rccciver For Clark Concern. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Oct 24.—A receiver 
WES appointed for the National Cable 
and Wire company, a corporation of 
which the late T. Leo Clark, cashier 
of the Enterprise National Bank, was 
president J. H. Hunter was named as 
receiver and a preliminary injunction 
was granted by the court restraining 
the company from disposing of or en­ 
cumbering the assets for the benefit of 
any particular creditor. The company 
is capitalized at $500,000, half of which 
Is preferred stock. None of the com­ 
mon stock has been issued, but $151,- 
400 worth of the preferred stock has 
been sold and is now outstanding. 
The directors and stockholders of 
the bank are still in the dark con- 
corning the deficit and do not know 
whether the private loan« made by 
the suicide cashier, T. Lee Clark, will 
reach $700,000 or greatly exceed that 
amount. Mr. Gwinnor, president of the 
bank, v/hen pressed for a statement, 
said he did not know 
whether the 
shortage would be $1000 or $2,000,000. 
He intimated that he would insist on 
a statement being given out on be­ 
half of the directors concerning the 
bank's affairs. 
It is reported that a syndicate is 
buying the accounts of the small de­ 
positors at 50 cents on the dollar, but 
sales are few, as the depositors are 
hopeful of gettting back every cent of 
their money. 
Besides reasserting that a statement 
soon shall be forthcoming, Mr. Gwin­ 
ner declares he intends to make who­ 
ever is responsible for tho wreck suf­ 
fer for It. Said ho: 
*'The story has been published that 
the officers of the bank are to he pros­ 
ecuted. Very well, I shall prosecute 
the men who wrecked the bank. All 
this Is going to cost me a great deal, 
but I will spend the money to do It''

RIVER ACCIDENT 


Beverly, N. J., Oct 33.—A launch, 
lontaining nine men, of Philadelphia, 
lollided with a barge in the Delaware 
river off this place, resulting in tho 
drov/ning of seven of the occupants of 
the little boat. Tho other three wore 
rescued by tho crew* of tho tugboat 
Bristol, wiiich was towing the barge 
when the accident happened. Those 
rescued are Captain John Winch, the 
owner of the launch; 
W. F. Russell 
and J. Rutherford. 
The dead are: William Vv'lnch, John 
Ellis, John Stevenson, Samuel Heron, 
Norman Delaney and James Yonkers. 
The launch was hired by eight of the 
men, most of whom lived in the north­ 
eastern part of Philadelphia. The elder 
Winch took his son along to assist him 
in running the boat. Thè day was spent 
near Croyden, on the Pennsylvania side 
of the river. 
Opposite this place the 
launch met the tug Bristol, in com­ 
mand of Captain Mott which was tow­ 
ing a barge to Bordcntown. V/hether 
Captain Winch saw the barge is not 
known; nevertheless, 4io attempted to 
cross the tug's stern. 
Captain Mott 
hailed him and tried to prevent him 
from doing so. 
Captain Winch was 
standing at the wheel of the launch as 
he went around the stern of the tug. 
The hawser of the tug struck him and 
knocked him overboard. 
Before the 
captain's son or any other member of 
the party could take the wheel to steer 
the launch clear of tho barge the latter 
struck the frail boat amldshlp,’capsiz­ 
ing i t 
The launch rolled under the barge 
and its occupants went with it. Cap­ 
tain Mott put the tug about and went 
to the rescue. Ho and his crew threw 
ropes and life preservers to the strug­ 
gling men in tho v»rator, but they were 
only able to save three of them. Tho 
rescued men were landed hei’e by the 
tug and carod for at a hotel. 
Captain Mott, assisted by several 
residents of Beverly, went in search of 
the bodies, and were rewarded by find­ 
ing three. 
Tho local authorities re­ 
quested the Philadelphia police to send 
a tug to Beverly to drag for the other 
bodies, and a police boat was ordered 
to the scone. The launch was washed 
ashore. It is badly v/recked. 
W. F. Russell and J. Rutherford, 
two of the men saved, said there were 
nino men in the 
launch, and 
that 
everything possible was done so save 
all hands, but six sank before they 
could be rescued. With the exception 
of Captain Winch and his son all of 
the party were in tho cabin of the 
launch when the crash came, Russell 
and Rutherford got out of the cabin 
before the launch rolled under the 
barge, and to this circumstance they 
owe their lives. The other did not get 
a chance to get out of the small com­ 
partm ent The families of the victims 
did not know of the accident until 
Russell and Rutherford went to their 
homes and broke the news.

12 months ended June 30, 1905. 8SG 
persons were killed and 13,783 injured 
as tho result oi accidents on railroad 
trainH, according to a report of the 
interstate commerce commission. Com* 
parison with 1904 shows an Increase 
of 11 killed and 4123 injured among 
passengers and employes, the increaso 
in killed being wholly among pas» 
sengers, while the number of employ» 
OS killed showed a decrease of IOC. 
There were 1231 collisions and 1535 
derailments. Tho damage to cars, en­

Both are still flourishing 
and the oldest tree has a trunk twen­ 
ty-seven feet in 
circumference.

Ground has been broken for the new 
rectory to be built at Paradise for Rev. 
Father Boyle, who will later take charge 
of the Catholic boys’ orphanage which 
will be built at Paradise as soon as the 
plans and specifications are ready. Archi­ 
tect J. A. Dempwolf is ])reparing the lat­ 
ter and work on the building will be be­ 
gun as soon as possible. Peter Dellone, of 
Hanover, as we announced at the time, 
has given $10,000 toward this most worthy 
charity. 
The rectory will be a brick building, 
three stories in height, 54 feet long and 
40 feet wide. A large porch, the roof sup­ 
ported with massive white columns, will 
be placed at the front of the structure. On 
the first floor will be an ofiice, parlor, din­ 
ing room, and kitchen with all its neces­ 
sary adjuncts and pantries. A study and 
library and three bed rooms, with baths, 
will occupy the second floor, w^hile the 
third fioor will be divided into four sleep­ 
ing comimrtments. 
According to Architect Dempwolf’s 
plans, the orphanage will be a building 
36x65 feet in dimensions, two stories high, 
with a well lighted basement which will 
virtually add another story to the build^ Leiters 
ing’s usefulness. Brick and stone will 
the materials used in the construction of 
the building, the roof being of slate. The 
basement will be divided into rooms for 
dining and cooking purposes and a wing 
w^ill be used as a boiler room. 
A large 
swimming pool 15x25 feet, will be a feat­ 
ure ot tho orphanage. 
It will be located 
in tho basement and adjacent to it will be 
baths, lockei’s and toilet rooms. 
A reception hall, comnmnity room, 
sewing room and two class rooms, each 
20x30 feet, wdll be on the first floor, be­ 
sides necessary toilets and clothes closets 
On the second lloor will be two large 
dormitories, a sacristy and chajjol, hospit-

Having this glace on 
hand, one has but to thicken It with 
brown ffbur to have a nTce gravy. To- 
prépare the browned flour, sift and 
spread flour over the bottom of dip* 
ping pans and brown on the stove or 
in the oven, stirring constantly to 
prevent It scorching.

The Avatchful huntress finds a favor­ 
able moment, darts upon its victim 
with curved body, and thrusts In its 
sting, If possible, into the soft abdo­ 
men. Often the spider Is at once par­ 
alyzed, but a second and even a third 
wound Is sometimes necessary. 
The 
victor seizes Its motionless prey with 
its jaws and drags it to a hole previ- 
ouslj' dug. She thrusts it In, deposits 
an’ egg upon it, and covers it up. 
In 
this case the bulk of the tarantula in­ 
sures suflicient food for the offspring, 
and one alone is provided, as seems to 
be the case with the cicada-storing 
wasps. 
But the mud-dauber and her 
ilk, which select small prey, garner 
many, rarely sealing a cell ere It is 
quite full.—H. 0.

GRAVIES. 
There Is nothing that adds .so much 
to a din'ner for so small cost as do 
good gravies, and there Is nothing less 
palatable 
than a bad gravy. 
One 
must have slock, or glace, to begin 
with, and the only way to get this Is 
to be forever on the lookout for any 
bit of meat that can be boiled. Many 
à hardworking woman will take her 
corn 
beef from the pot and, after 
skimming the grease from It, throw 
away flie wafer left In the pot. This 
is the poorest economy. 
The con­ 
tents of the kettle should be poured 
Into a stone Jar, and any meat re­ 
maining after the meal should be put 
into It. All boiled or stewed meats, 
ham or beef, should be treated In this 
way. After the grease has beeg skim­ 
med from the top and the meat used, 
this stock should be boiled down to 
a jelly, and this jelly will keep for 
weeks in winter, or for several days 
In summer, with a thin layer 
of 
grease covering the top, if set away 
In a cool place. Having this glace on 
band, one has but to thicken It with 
brown flbur to have a nTce gravy. TO’ 
prépare the browned flour, sift and 
spread flour over the bottom of dip­ 
ping pans and brown on the stove or 
in the oven, stirring constantly to 
prevent It scorching. 
Prepare quit©- 
a quantity at a time and keep in clos­ 
ed 
cans.

MARIA MITCHEIL^S HOME. 


The old house in Nantucket where 
llaria Mitchell was born is probably 
the only house on this continent which 
is preserved on account of being the 
birthplace of a woman. 


The Maria Mitchell Association was 
formed three years ago, has purchased 
the house, installed an admirable cura- 
tor in it. and is making a collection 
there of objects -which belonged 
to 
Miss Mitchell, of the flora and fauna 
of Nantucket, and of books of science. 


Maria Mitchell was born in 1818. 
The house Avhere the family lived on 
Vestal street, Nantucket, was a square 
one, 
with a huge 
central 
chimney. 
There was a small, lean-to kitchen, and 
a back yard of fair size, as -well as a 
front yard, with beds of old-fashioned 
flowers. 


Mr. Mitchell was an ethusiastic as- 
tronomer, and his children were early 
taught to count seconds for bim by the 
chronometer, and to consider the study 
of the heavens the most interesting 
possible. 
In the little back yard he 
had his sextant, and Ijore were brought 
to him for adjusanent the chronome- 
ters of the whalina; ships of the town. 


At the time of the eclipse of the sun 
In 1S31 tho windo\Y was taken out of 
the little parjor, the telescope mounted 
in front of it, and with the twelve- 
year-old Maria counting the seconds, 
Mr. Mitchell 
observed 
the 
eclipse. 
Fifty-four years later she counted the 
seconds again, Avhile her class of eager 
girls at "N'assar College observed 
an 
eclipse. 


On the evening of October 1, 194.7, 
5t»ria slipped away from guests in Ihe 
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for the family when service failed. 
In short, she was always ready 
to 
help. 


In 1SG5 she was called to Vassar 
College, and for twenty years 
there 
she made a deep impression upon tl^e 
developing plans for women's educa- 
tion, and at the same time built up a 
reputation for genuine scholarship. To- 
day her huiulrods of students make pil- 
grimages to the Nantucket house, and 
rejoice that it is to be preserved as a 
memorial of a nature Avhich somewhat 
resembled it in its simplicity and its 
strength.—Youth's Companion.

repair and construction of 
highways in any town aro 
paid to the supervisor of the towm, who 
is the custodian thereof, and is ac- 
countable therefore, and who gives a 
bond for tho faithful disbursement and 
safe keeping of this money. 
Tho mon- 
eys collected and received by tho su- 
pervisor are paid out upon tho order 
of the Highway Commissioner for tho 
repair and permanent improvement of 
tho highAvays of the town in such man- 
ner as the Commissioner of Highways 
and Towai Board may determine and 
direct. 
The Attorney-General has giv- 
en it as his opinion that luider this 
statute the Town Board as a whole 
has one vote as to tho manner In which 
such highway money shall be used on 
the highw\ays and tho Highway Com- 
missioner has another vote, and that 
there must be an agreement, between 
the Commissioner and the Town Board 
before such money may be properly ex- 
pended. 
The Town 
Board and 
tlie 
Highway Commissioner, in passing the 
resolution as to the expeiditure oü the 
Jiighway money, are governed by the 
following statutory regulations: First, 
each mile of highway in the town must 
be taken care of prior to June l in 
each year. Each mile of highway must 
have the loose stones removed once in 
thirty days, from April 1 to December 
1. 
Each mile of highway must have 
all waterways, ditches and 
culverts 
opened and kept in order. 
The main 
highM^ays receiving the heaviest traffic 
in the town are entitled to more money 
a mile spent upon thein In their main- 
tenance than the roads having a lesser 
amount of traffic going over them. 
A 
road district having a large assessment 
and contributing largely to the road 
fund, but with light travel in that dis- 
tinct, is not entitled to have spent in 
that district all the moneys raised for 
road purposes in the district. 
:Many 
town boards try to satisfy each road 
district by expending in that district 
an 
amount 
of money equal to the 
amount that that district contributes 
to the road fund. 
This treatment is 
not contemplated by the statute and is 
not good business for the town. 
The 
payment of the road tax in money is 
primarily for the purpose of creating a 
fund large enough to first take care of 
each mile of highway in the town as 
above described, irrespective of the as- 
sessed valuation of the property adja- 
cent to that mile of highway, and, sec- 
ond, to place upon the highways hav- 
ing the greatest traffic the greatest 
amount of money per mile for their 
maintenance, because tliis directly ben- 
efits all of the taxpayers in the town 
who have to haul their loads to mar- 
ket.—New York Tribune. 


Draining: Maseachiisetts Itoadi* 


Nothing has occurred to change the 
opinion of the members of the Massa- 
chusetts State Highway 
Commission 
regarding the use of Telford founda- 
tion for road building. 
No return to 
this metliod will be made. 
On heavy, 
wet soils a centre V shaped drain has 
been substituted for the side drains 
and telfording. This idea of j)reparing 
the foundation is unique, and will be 
of interest to other road builders. 
The 
report says: **The earth is loosened 
and thrown out toward the sides so as 
to give a V-shaped trench, with its 
greatest depth in the centre of 
the 
roadway. 
Narrow trenches 
are 
cut 
through tho sides of this centre trench, 
a t intervals of fifty feet or more, con- 
necting its lowest part with the gut- 
ters on the side, and placed at a depth 
and slope thoroughly to remove all 
water. 
The centre and cross trenches 
are filled with field or wall stones, the 
depth of this stone varying from twelve 
to eighteen Inches in the centre, and 
from six to twelve Inches on the sides, 
the thickness being dependent on the 
character of the soil In the sub-gx'ade. 
The tops of these stones are given a 
crown to receive the surfacing mater- 
ial." 
Earth, gravel or broken stone is 
then spread in the usual way. 
This 
method of draining has proved entirely 
efficient, and so tho question of cost 


PERILS OF AN ANT'S LIFE. 


Tho Tnnuuionible Uaiisrcrit l^yluK 
t*«« 
l^Hthwny of Tills Sturdy Inncot. 


A noted 
French 
entomologist, Af. 
Charles Janet, has for many years de- 
voted himself almost cntiroly to tho 
study of the ant's life-histoiV. 
Like 
the policeman's in the song, the life 
of an ant isanythiugbuta pleasant one. 
Janot has discovered that it is liki^ly 
to have more thrilling adventures in 
an hour than oven the hero of a modern 
historical novel. 


If he starts out in the morning in 
quest of food, he is not unlikely to bo 
caught in a pitfall very cuiniingly pro- 
pared for him by tho ant Hon. 
Tiger 
beetles lie in ambush for him. 
Spiders 
either throw sticky skeins in his path 
and hoist him into their webs like a 
bucket of water at the end of a rope, 
or boldly pounce on him as ho wanders 
on, doing it so successfully, judging 
from JauGt's observations, that their 
lairs, like the ogre's don in the fairy 
tale, are littered -with many an un- 
pleasant memento of past feasts. 


Besides hostile ant lions and spiders, 
the ant must run tlie gauntlet of still 
more formidable enemies. 
The ant is 
a notorious tighter, engaged in more or 
less constant battle "with some tnember 
of his family. 
Taking advantage of 
this combative spirit and seizing his 
opportunity -svhile the ant is absorbed 
in military tactics, a certain Hymenop- 
ter leaps on him and neatly drills a 
hole in him. 
The object of this attack 
is not to kill the ant, but simply to use 
him as an Incubator. 
In the drilling 
operations the Hymenopter deftly in- 
serts its eggs in the ant's body and 
then hastens away. 
If the ant proves 
the victor in his duel he has reason to 
wish tliat he had been killed. 
Soon 
tho eggs are hatched, and the larvae 
that emerge develop at tho expense of 
the victim's tissues. 
Finally, the incu- 
bator-ant's vitality is so far sapped 
that it perishes miserably. 


Another Uymenopter utilizes the ant 
for a like purpose, but sets about its 
work of torture less treacherously. The 
incessant excursions of some species 
of ants and their habit of traveling in 
long processions offers this particular 
foe every opportunity for carrying out 
his deadly intent. 
Hovering a 
few 
inches above the sand, the Hymenopter 
picks out a choice, fat, succulent ant, 
swoops down on him and carries him 
off for a short distance. 
Then 
he 
stings the victim, not so as to kill him, 
but to paralyze his legs. 
After this 
skilfully performed surgical operation 
the ant is borno off to a cell, where he 
will find about thirty of his fellows in 
a similar helpless plight.
